LONDON, May 4 4 am.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.} “The wer is practically 
over,” says tlie Daily Chronicle's cor- 
respondent at Kroonstadt, and in less 
definite terms, this is the view to be 
gathered from all the correspondents. 
They picture the Loers as utterly de- 
moralized an disheartened by Lord 
Roberts's unexpectedly rapid advance 


fully-prepared positions of the Boers. 

There was practically no fighting, 
and there are no further details to give 
respecting the occupation of Kroon- 
stadt. The correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph says: 

“The Union Jack was hoisted in the 
market place by Mrs. Lockhead, the 
American wife of a Scotchman. Most 
of the horses of the Boers are in 
wretched condition, but President Kru- 
ger says he will continue the war.” 

It appears that the Boers at Kroon- 


stadt had been reinforced by 3000 men 


from Natal last Friday, and that elto- 
gether 10,000 men with twenty guns 
trekked from Kroonstadt on the ap- 
proach of Lord Roberts. 

The Boers made an ineffectual stand 
at Boschrand, and had elaborate in- 
trenchments in front of Kroonstedt, 
which offered great facilities for a rear- 
guard action. Their only anxiety, how- 
evér, appears to have been to get away 
safely with ell their guns and convoys. 
which agein they have successfully 
accomplished. The few stores they were 
unable to carry away they burned. 


President Steyn is represented as 


having been frantic with rage, and as 
having kicked and cuffed the burghers 
after vainly imploring them to continue 
the fight. 

Lord Roberts, after a march which is 
regarded worthy of being ranked with 
his famous march to Kandahar, has 
thus covered another stage of his cam- 
peign, a stage which, although suc- 
cessful and without the mistakes and 
misfortunes which characterized the 
earlier stages, leaves the Boer forces 
quite intact, not having lost a gun and 
having lost very few men. Experience 
has taught the critics to be chary of 
accepting reports of Boer demoralisa- 
tion. The Times says: “The signa point 
to military breakdown on the part 
of the Boers. but after experiences of 
the past, we cannot accept the reports 
of demoralization without reserve The 
game of war must be strictly played 
out to the end.”

Correspondence. Wired from Chicago, 
May 13.] The Daily News corre- 
spondent, A. G. Hales, who was taken 
prisoner by the Boers and returned 
by them to Gen. Gatacre, sends his 
paper an account of how the Boers 
received the news of Cronje’s sur- 
render. He was at Burghersdorp when 
the news came through. He writes: 
“When the news came, the folks 
would not belleve it. They would just 
as soon have believed that the sun 
could fall from the heavens and leave 
the earth in darkness, as that Cronje, 
the tron-willed, could throw down his 
arms. FElad the news come that he 
made a mad rush at our guns and 
perished with all his men around him. 
they might have believed it—believed 
it and wept, and even-as they wept, 
they would have sworn to avenge him. 
But they would not, they could not, and 
they did not, believe that he, the man 
in whom they had placed their faith, 
had surrendered with thousands of his 


men. 
“But at last the truth became known. 
Some who had eseaped from Cronje’s 
laager brought in the fateful news, 
and then the stolid-looking fighting 
men broke down. They wept like boys. 
Great rugged, bearded men dashed 
their rifles on the ground an spurned 
them with their boots, while down their 
sun-and-wind-tanned faces the tears 
poured one Others took the news 
sadly, with chins drooping on their 
chests, with hard-set faces, while with 
passionate pain, too deep for words, 
they stood leaning upon their rifles. 
Others crowded together and looked 
dumbly from face to face, like cattle 
foregathered to the shambles. The 
blow had stunned them. To them 
Cronje was something more than a 
man: he was an idol. What the t 
Corsican was to the French soldiery 
after the battle of Austeriitz, s0 
Cronje was to these rude farmers.

EXCITEMENT IN PARIS. 


Great Local Victory for the 
Nationalist Party. 


\A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

PARIS, May 14.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.) The second ballots in the mu- 
nicipai election in Paris yesterday in 
the districts left without definite results 
May 6, have given the Nationalists 
twenty out of thirty seats. This re- 
sult fully justifies them in claiming 
& great local victory, inasmuch as 
seventeen out of the twenty seats are 
direct gains from the Ministerial So- 
cialists. 

With the districts they carried May 
6, the Nationalists will now control 
twenty-eight new members in the new 
Municipal Council. This gives -them 
& sweeping majority, for what with 
Royalists, Conservatives ami dis- 
gruntied Republicans they can count 
on forty-eight votes in a body con- 
‘sisting of eighty. Thus the Waldeck- 
Rousseau cabinet has suffered a se- 
vere rebuke in Paris, and the outcome 
is sure to be exceedingly interesting. 
The Paris Municipal Council has ai- 
ways been a truculent body, but with 
the council pulling one way and the 
government another, stirring times are 
probably in store for Parisians. 

Throughout the day great animation 
prevailed in the arrondissements where 
the polling took place. Intense exvite- 
ment prevailed during the evening on 
Boulevard Montmarte, where a crow. of 
a thourand congregated in front of the 
oo of the Nationa'ist and anti- 
ewis La Libre Parol-, to learn 
the cake, Wiens were shown on an 
illuminated transparency. Letween 
the announcement of results, portraits 
of Paul de Roulede and of anti-Na- 
tilonalists were thrown on the screen. 
The portrait of De Roulede was greeted 
with frantic cheering, but the others 
brought forth loud hooting and hissing. 

Finally the proceedings became so 
uproarious that strong detachments of 
police were compelled to clear the 
neighborhood, and the adjacent streets 
were cordoned. This measure ted to 
several conflicts between the crowd 
and the police, but there were no 
serious disorders. 

At a iate hour, Nationalist youths 
paraded the streets cheering and shout- 
ing “Vive De Roulede,” “Vive l'armee,” 
and “A bas les Juifs.” 

Bighteen arrests were made on the 
boulevards. In the provinces calm was 
maintained except at Marseilles, where 
bands of anarchists raded the town 
and broke into the nting office of the 
Soleil de Midi. Free fights took place 
at many points in Marseilles, and re- 
volvers were fired.

STREET-CAR STRIKES 


Not 


Strikers’ Places Will Not Be 
Longer Held Open. 


Activity Continues in Kansas City—Ap- 
peal to Congressmen. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

ST. LOUIS, May 13.—The sixth day 
of the street-car strike has been es- 
pecially quiet and devoid of interest. 
Not a wheel on any of the lines, except 
of the mail cars, was turned in the 
city today in consequence of the deci- 
sion of Chief af Police Campbell to 
give the men of the force, who had 
but little time for rest during the past 
five days, a chance to recuperate for 
the coming week. The management of 
the two street railway companies who 
feared to run cars without police pro- 
tection decided? to make no attempt to 
keep their lines open. As a result, the 
turbulent scenes that last week marked 
the opening of the differemt lines were 
not experienced, and the day passed 
off without any serious trouble. The 
only police on duty were etationed at 
the different power houses and car 
sheds. 

Both the Suburban end St. Louis 
Transit companies will operate as many 
of their lines tomorrow as the police 
department can protect. The owners 
of vehicles of every description had the 
street to themselves today. But for 
them, the streets would have been de- 
serted. 

This was the last day, according to 
General Manager Baumbhoff that the 
places vacated by men of the 8. Louls 
Transit Company would be held open 
for them. After today, if they do not 
express a desire to return to work new 
men will be put tn their places. 

Gov. accompanied by 
Atty.-Gen. Crow, came down from Jef- 
ferson City this eveni and gave out 
a communication that had sent to 
the president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners and the Chief of Police.

REUNION OF THE IRISH. 


Leaders of Factions Meet on 
Same Platform. 


John Redmond at Manchester Makes 
Reply to Lord Salisbury. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
MANCHESTER, May 13.—(By At- 
lantic Cabie.] John E. Redmond, chair- 
man of the United Irish Nationalist 
party, and John Dillon, former chair- 
man of the then dominant wing of the 
Irish Parliamentarians, appeared here 
today on the same platform at the Irish 
demonstration in Free Trade Hall. 

Redmond said the meeting celebrated 
the close of a disastrous chapter in 
Irish history. For the first time in a 
decade he hed the pleasure, he re- 
marked, of standing upon the same 
platform with Dillon, whose presence 
proved the genuineness of the reunion. 

“Much remains to be done,” said the 
speaker, “but the Irish Parliamentary 
party is determined to let the dead 
past bury its dead. At the very mo- 
ment after the chivalrous reception to 
the Queen in Ireland, when an oppor- 
tunity presents itself to cement the 
feling between the two countries, Lord 
Salisbury has misrepresented Irish 
claims with cynical and brutal frank- 
ness, offering an absolute non possumus 
to the reasonable demands of Ireland. 

“His Lordship spoke of the dangers 
ahead of the empire. If the forces he 
mentioned were to dash on British 
shores, there is one spot where they 
would not be received as enemies or 
invaders. He advocated the formation 
of rifle clubs, but he will not permit 
Ireland to enlist volunteers or to bear 
arms. His proposal, therefore, is an 
ineult to Ireland, and, so far as the 
rest of the empire is concerned, it is 
puerile and absurd. 

“Trishmen can now see more clearly 
than ever the work they have to un- 
dertake. This task is again to make 
it inconvenient and dangerous to with- 
hold Irish rights. It is not by con- 
ciliation and appeals to loyalty that 
the grievances of Ireland will be reme-

GOLDEN AGES OF 
LITERATURE. 


POETRY. 
BY THOMAS MARC PARROTT, PH.D. 


The poetry of the age of Wordsworth 
and Byron is the poetry of an age of 
revolution, It does not, to be sure, spring 
directly from the political upheaval in 
France but it is closely associated with 
it, a product of the same great move- 
ment for liberty of thought and action. 
With one great exception, the poets of 
the age take sides for and against, in 
certain cases both for and against, this 
movement, and it is by their common 
interest In the revolution and their 
varying attitude to its successive 
phases that poets so dissimilar in form 
and spirit as Cowper and Scott, Burns 
and Shelley, Byron gnd Coleridge, are 
mutually related. And a study of their 
work from this point of view lends a 
unity otherwise impossible of attain- 
ment to one of the most brilliant ages 
of English literature. 
FORERUNNERS: COWPER AND 

BURNS. 

The new note is first struck In “Table 
Talk,” and its companion poems tn 1722. 
Cowper owed little or nothing to the 
poets of the preceding generation. His 


revolt inst the accepted convention- 
alities his time, his close observation 
of nature, his delight in the simple 
human affections, all mark him as the 
poet of a new day. And in politics, as 
in ligerature, Cow had something of 
the revolutionary s t. The moat de- 
vout of Christians, he accepted the idea 
of the brotherhood of man as a dogma 
of revealed religion; he translated, as 
has been well sald, the pel of Rous- 
seau into the gospel of St. Paul. He 
declared the cause of liberty was 
the cause of man, prophesied that only 
reform co@id avert revolution in Eng- 
land, and exulted in the approaching 
fall of royal prisons, “the abode of 
broken hearts.” No wonder that Dr. 
Franklin, that American embodiment 
of revolutionary spirit, found in the 
works of Cowper “something so new in 
the manner and so just in the senti- 
ments” that he read “the whole with 
and some of the pieces more 
than once.” 
Burns, like Cowper, is a poet of the 
revolution, but he has none of Cow- 
s calm and philosophic reverence of 
iberty. He is a passionate democrat. 
The hardships of his own life fired 
him with a bitter indignation against 
the injustice of the preveiling social 
system, and he looked to the ultimate 
triumph of revolutionary principles for 
the redress of this injustice. 
It's coming yet, for a’ that, 
That man to man the world o'er, 
Shall brothers be for a’ that. 


Hed Burns lived in France he would 
have been a poet of the barricades. 
In 1792, the very year of the September 
massacre, he sent a pair of guns seized 


the French Convention. At a public 
dinner he proposed the toast of “the 
last verse of the last chapter of the last 
book of Kings.” Naturally enough, 
considering the circumstances of his 
life. Burns was not always consistent 
in his politics. The fear of losing his 
place in the excise drew from him a 
loud declaration of his attachment to 
the British constitution. The threat of 
French invasion called out one of the 
finest of his patriotic songs, but even 
in this outburst he makes no secret 
of his democratic principles. 


“Who will not sing, God save the king, 
Shall hang as high’'s the steeple, 
But while we sing God save the king, 
We'll ne’er forget the people.” 
One of the most

the true, though perhaps unconscious, 
disciple of Rousseau, and the forerun- 
ner of Wordsworth. “I never hear 
the loud solitary whistle of the cur- 
lew in a summer noon,” he writes to 
a friend, “or the wild mixing cadence 
of a troop of gray plover In an ve- 
tumnal morning without feeling an 
elevation of soul like the enthusiasm 
of devotion or poetry.” This enthu- 
siaem for nature, a reaction from the 
urban and artificial life of the eight- 
eenth century, is one of the chief marks 
of the revolutionary spirit in poetry. 
It had appeared already in Cowper, 
but in Burns we have a warmth of 
sympathy which ts far in advance of 
the English poet's attitude of somewhat 
patronizing admiration. When Burns 
sees the frightened mouse fiying before 
his plowshare, he feels for it as a “poor 
earth-born companion, a fellow mor- 
tal.” “The Twa Dogs” are as human 
as Tam ©’ Shanter and his crony. In 
the fate of the mountain daisy the poet 
seen an omen of his own.

Yet Southey was never the - 
cipled turncoat these lines imply. He 
had honestly espoused the principles 
of the revolution and as honestly re- 
coiled from the excesses of the reign of 
terror. But there was something hard, 
narrow and Philistinic about Southey’s 
latter work that particularly expoued 
him to the onslaught of Byron. His 
lauded “Ode During the Negotiations 
for Peace,” is in substance a savage 
cry for the blood of Napoleon, and in 
his “Vision of Judgment,” a poem 
whose duliness is equaled only by its 
unconscious profanity, he consignms 
Wilkes and Junius to hell because in 
life they had dared to oppose that 
great and good king, George UL But 
enough of Southey. 

Samuel Taylor Coleridge is the very 
antipodes of Southey. A far vro- 
founder thinker and loftier poet, he 
was lamentably inferior as a man. Put 
his rank as a poet is little distearbed 
by his moral failings, although the 
ps eaters of his poetic production was 
undoubtedly lessened. With a few 
exceptions all his verse was written 
in the last decade of the century, and 
it could be included In a narrow com- 
pass. But it contains infinite riches m 
little room. He broke no one 
yet had ventured to do from all the 
traditions of the century. The cxaita- 
tion of his odes, the mystery in sim- 
plicity of the “Ancient Mariner,” the 
haunting music of “Christabel"—all 
these are absolutely new. 

Coleridge was inspired above his fel- 
lows by the spirit of the revolution. 
As a schoolboy he exulted in the fail 
of the Bastile. At Cambridge he was 
the associate of Frend, who was ex- 
pelled for unitarianism and sedition. 
Against Pitt, whom he regarded as 
the representative of the anti-revolu- 
tionary spirit, he launched the dreadful 
invective of “Fire, Famine and Slaugh- 
ter.” His finest burst of revolutionary 
feelings is found in the “Ode to the 
Departing Year’—1797. But the next 
year saw a complete change. Already 
sickened by the massacres of the Ter- 
ror, he shrank in horror from the 
French assault on the Iiberties of 
Switzerland, and the greatest of his 
odes—"France”—tings his formal re- 
ecantation of revolutionary principles. 

Henceforth Coleridge ranked among 
the conservatives. He never became 
a Tory reactionist, like Southey. But
